PASSPORT INFORMA TION 


The files of the Passport Office of the Depart- 
ment of State were reviewed on January 6, 1953, and it was 
noted that regarding EDA HABINSKY GLASER there is a letter 
dated March 20, 196, from the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration requesting a military permit 
for the employee, an American citizen, who had been appointed 
a Secretary for UNRRA and assigned to Russia where she would 
handle problems of war relief. The letter stated she 
would travel by air and would need military clearance to 
travel in Germany. 


The file contains another letter dated March 20, 
1946, wherein UNRRA requested a passport for the employee. 


The passport file also contains portions of an 
UNRRA investigative report dated March 20, 196, regarding 
EDA HABINSKY GLASER for the position of Secretary with the 
BySlorussian Mission with headquarters in Washington, D. Go 
This report reflects that NIKOLASASADESHKO, Inspector of 
Personnel, Soviet Purchasing Comission, 3355 Sixteenth 
Street, Noe Wo, Washington, D..C., advised UNRRA that the 
employee had worked as a Secretary-Typist under V._ Mo. 
GMPISKAREY f December 1h, 194), wntil March 23, 19116, when 
vAN Le 
“she left’ “with UNRRA. Mr. TADESHKO, in the above re- 
port, advised that she was a good worker and her work had 
been very satisfactory. 


The passport files also contained an application 
for a passport executed by EDA HABINSKY GLASER on March lk, 
1946. This application reflects that she was born in Harbin, 
Manchuria, on July 22, 1910, and immigrated to.the United 
States in June, 1927. ‘The file further reflects that she 
resided continuously in the United States from 1927 to 19h6 
at New York and Washington, D. G., and was naturalized on 
November 1, 1932, in the United States District Court at 
New York, New York.

By communication dated November 10, 1966, the 
Passport Office, United States Department of State (USDS), 
Washington, D, C., advised that Eda Habinsky Glaser; born 
July 22, 1910, China, residing at 10 West 15th Street, New 
York City, had, on October 31, 1966, at the New York City 
Passport Agency, USDS, renewed Passport DO 67944, which 
was originally issued on March 21, 1963. 


Eda Glaser planned to leave the United States 
by air at New York City on November 20, 1966, possibly 
via KLM Royal Dutch Airlines, for a two week trip to 
England and the Soviet Union. She indicated that she was 
making the trip for business reasons. 


On December 21, 1966, a confidential source, 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, 
advised that Eda Glaser, President of Four Continent 
Book Corporation (FCBC), New York City, had planned to 
visit the Soviet Union in November, 1966. However, due 
to extensive remodeling of office space at FCBC and due 
to the introduction of an IBM system for mailing and 
subscription lists of FCBC, she postponed the trip. 


The source stated that Glaser now plans to 
depart the United States by air on December 29, 1966, 
carrier not known. She plans to be gone for ten days 
for business reasons to travel to the Soviet Union. 
Source was not aware of any plans of Glaser to visit 
England, and thought she may only transit England en 
route to the Soviet Union.

I graduated from Yale as a mining engineer, 
returned to Chile, where I was associated with my father 
in the mining business, particularly in the exploration for 
minerals, and the development of vhat is now the Andes 
Mining Company, the Santiago mining properties, and others. 
After five years I separated from the mining business 
Meantime I had married Mrs. Braden, who was a Chilean by 
birth, and three children were born there. I returned to 


the United States in order to obtain the representation of 


the Westinghouse Company in connection with the electrification 


of the Chilean State Railway. I still think that is the 
biggest electrification outside of the United States. I 
was also to do the financing for it. 

From that year, 1919, while a resident in the United 
States, I was largely interested in business having to do 
with Latin America. In 1920, I did serve as -- they called 
it a delegate, but really it vas more of an adviser in the 
Pan-American Financial Conference in Washington. 

In 1933 I vas sent tothe Montevideo Conference as a 
delegate. I was put in charge of all the financial and 


economic work at that conference. 


I returned to Latin America, to Buenos Aires, 
the beginning of 1935, was acting chairman of ovr delegation 
in the Pan-American Commercial Conference. I came back to 
Washington -- incidentally I was chairman of the Advisory 
Committee to the State Department on Latin American Affairs,

From that time on until the end of 1938 I was entirely 
occupied in settling the war betveen Bolivia and Paraguay. 

From there I went as ambassador to Colombia the beginning 
of 1939, where I served for something over three years. 

From there to Cuba as ambassador, again for three vears. 
From there to Argentina as ambassador for a little over four 
months. 

I then returned to the State Department as Assistant 
Secretary of State, arriving in Washington the very last 
day or days of September. I served until June 28th of 1947 
as Assistant Secretary of State in charge of American 
Republic Affairs. 

There vere several collateral posts, such as delegate 


to the Pan-American Union, and things of that. kind. 


And since that time I have been in business as consultant,

His 
post is occupied today by the Assistant Secretary of State, 
although he didn't have that right.

MORRIS: In other words, the Cuban authorities, 
specifically the Cuban Legislature had already taken action

When I endeavored to get it, and, as I say, I was around 
Washington and New York for at least six weeks, I would say, 
I was unable to get a copy of the White mission report until 
the afternoon of the day before I left to go to Cuba. I read 
this report on the train going down to Miami, and I was 
shocked by its contents. I do not pretend to be a monetary 
| or central banking expert by any manner of means, but even I 
as a layman, being acquainted with the conditions that I hada 
to face in Cuba, I could see that this was completely crazy 
and cockeyed,in my opinion. 

MR. MORRIS: When you say that, will you be more specific, 
Mr. Braden? - . 

MR. BRADEN: Well, they had a series of things in it 
that the wildest-eyed people, I don't think, would have tried 


jto put into the New Deal, or if they did try, they were quickly

beaten on it. 

I remember in particular one condition in that White 
mission report, the recommendation which allowed the Central 
Bank to finance up to 15 per cent of its capital -- it may 
have been capital and surplus, but at least of its capital, 
a whole series of subsidiary banks, an agricultural bank, 

a@ crop bank, 4 minerals bank, and apparently pretty wuch 

any kind of a bank that they wanted to ene could finance, 
and it was perfectly evident that they could bankrupt the 
country if this report's recommendations were to be accepted. 

I was so concerned after reading this report that one 
of the first things I did on reaching Havana was to examine 
as quickly as I could the conditions there,and everything 
confirmed my opinion, to such an extent that I vent to the 
Prime Minister, Doctor Carlos Prio Socarras, whom I consider 
one of the Finest: Sbatednen we have in this hemisphere, and 
I told him that I was shocked by this report. I understood 
that it had probably gone through tvo debates, out of the 
three debates in each chamber -- you hed to have three 
debates. The first is preliminary, the second is the real 
one, and the third one is the finishing touches. I am not 
sure, but it was so far advanced that it looked as though 
it would become legislation. And I said I vas very much 
concerned in what it would do to Cuba in bankrupting the 


country. He expressed great surprise, and he said, "Your 
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predecessor, under instructions of the State Department, 
have been pressing us to get this through. He has told us 
this was considered as a war measure, as a part of the war 
collaboration of Cuba with the United States." 

THE CHAIRMAN: “ho was your predecessor? 

MR. BRADEN: Mr. George NMessersmith. 

"Furthermore, our ambassador in Washington, Mr. Cojeso, 
is being called on almost alternately, one day by the 
Treasury Department,and the next day by the State Department, 
and he is told this is practically a must. So you astonish 
me when you tell me this should not go through." 

I said, "Tet's take a look at it." ‘And I vent through 
the report article by article with the Prime Minister, and 
when I got ere he agreed with me.

I didn't accent it, I steved at the Metronolitan Club, 
But, for instance, he insisted the first night I was in 
Washington, Sunday night, that I should dine witt, him and 
I did dine with him. Ana there vas really what I theught 
was genuine friendship established betveen us as we cocperated 
in the various jobs, and he oceunied @ position which was 
equivalent to the position T leter occupied as Assistant 


Secretary in charge of Latin American Republic Affairs, So he 


| my immediate superior -- actually, he wasn't, 
I outrenked him, But that vas the agreement. 

From the moment he wrote that one letter to me, that 
friendship was cut as if by a knife. From that moment forvard 
there was nothing but acidity, enmity, and actual attempts 
to get me out of the service. 

MR. MORRIS: ‘that originated from Mr. Duggan? 

MR. BRADEN: ‘That originated from Mr. Duggan, and the 
friendship was cut as if by a knife. 

MR. MORRIS: He held vhat position at that time? 

MR. BRADEN: I think by thet time -- I am not sure of 
titles, they change titles so often. I think his title 
was political adviser to the Secretary on Latin-American 
Affairs, either then or immediately after that. The title 
really doesn't matter too much. But that was the position 
he had. He was the top dog on Latin-American Affairs. 

MR. MORRIS: If it is mentioned as Head of the 
Latin-American Affairs Department, would that be the same 
thing? 

MR. BRADEN: Well, that would be the same thing. They 
started out and they had divisions, then they created 
offices, and you can't tell what they are. 

MR. MORRIS: There could be no doubt, if you talk of 
Laurence Duggan as head of the State Departren; as an adviser

through which I was told, "Look out, get back to Vashingten, 
and mend your fences because David Niles is out to cut your 


head off and get you out of the ambassadorship." 


“ho is Davie Niles? 


That is what I said. I have since learned 


that David Niles was one of the anonymous advisers to the 
President, and was occupying that position up to a couple of 
years ago, and from all I heard of him he was probably just 


about in the same class as Duggan and White and the rest of 
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them. . 
MR. NORRIS: You don't know anything first-hand on that? 
MR. BRADEN: No. 
MR. MORRIS: Mr. Chairman, I have here from the records 
of the State Department a resignation of Laurence Duggen, 
dated October 5, 1944, a resignation which the Secretary of 
State had approved at that time, and his position at that 
time is listed as Director of the Division of Latin-Anerican 
Republic Affairs. 

Now, was that an important position? 

MR. BRADEN: Oh, as I said before, up to the time of 
his resignation, Larry Duggan, if you make the sole exception 
of Sumner Velles who, because ofthe interest he had in Latin- 
American Affairs, did delve into it more than usually the 
Under-Secretary of State does, but vith that one reservation, 
Laurence Duggan in the State Department vas the top man on 
Latin-American Affairs. 

MR. MORRIS: Mr. Chairman, the staff of the subcommittee 
has spent extensive time with this particular witness, and 
it is very apparent that he has considerable testimony that 
he can give on this vhole question of Communist infiltration 
in Latin-American Affairs. I would like to limit the 
examination today to cover three Points about individuals

BRADEN: I think I had better go into the details 
of that office, Research and Intelligence, later, because 
there is very much of a story connected vith that which will 
take quite a time to tell, and I can go into that at s 
subsequent meeting. But suffice it for the moment to say 
that that office had been boiled down to a very small unit, 
but these people were assigned to the various other 
geographical offices, such as mine, in the Department of 


State, and Halperin was assigned, having come to the State

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Department from the 0.S.S., I think, by the Office of. 


Research and Intelligence, and he served as sort of liaison 


between that office and my office. I remember he was brought 
in and was introduced presumably by Ellis srady as directcr 

of the Latin-American Republic Affairs. I don't recall seeing 
him a second time, although I might have. I just simply 

don't knov. 

MR, MORRIS: You do know he held that position? 

MR. BRADEN: I knew he held that position. I kney that — 
Briggs reported to me that we expected very little from this 
office, we thought it was going ® be a headache in many vays, 
and we didn't like the set-up at all, and Briggs came in, 
and was very pleasantly surprised at the fellow Halperin, 
said he seemed anxious to be cooperative. So I met him 
there once, maybe once or twice after that, but I don't 
remember.

He also was asked if during the past year he 
had engaged in sabotage, and even in hat he invoked the 
privilege of the Fifth Amendment.

CHAIRMAN: Will you state your name? 
VEZEY: My name is Vladimir Custis Vezey. 
CHAIRMAN: What is your residence? 
VEZEY: I live at 15 Cedar Drive, in Greet Neck. 
CHAIRMAN: What 1s your occupation? 
VEZEY: I am a translator with the United Nations. 
CHAIRMAN: You may proceed, counsel. 
MORRIS: You were born in Leningrad? 
VEZEY: very close to it. 
MORRIS: In 1902? 


VEZEY: 1902. 


‘MORRIS: And when dia you come to the United States? 


VEZEY: Very technically, I was here for about a 


& half when I was a baby of about a year and a half 


or two years old. Then I came to the United States early 


in 1922, 


MR. 


I imagine it was about February of 1922, 


MORRIS: When did you become a United States citizen? 


MR. VEZEY: I never had any other citigenship because 
my father was 46 netive American, and ae soon ae I was born 
I was régistered as his son at the American Consulate in Sy. 
Petersburg, 

THE CHAIRMAN: How old are you now? 

MR. VEZEY: Going on 52, 

MR. MORRIS: Who is your wife, Mr. Vezey? 

MR. VEZEY: By name? 

MR. MORRIS: Yes, by name, 

MR. VEZEY: Her maiden name? 

MR. MORRIS: Yes. 

MR. VEZEY: Nadia Kolicheva. 

MR. MORRIS: And when did you marry her, in 1934? 


MR, VEZE¥Y: In 1934, April, 1934, 


MR. MORRIS: Now, where have you lived since you were 
| married? 
MR. VEZEY: Namingthe countries only? 


MR. MORRIS: Well, I mean, you have been in the United 


States since that time, have you not? 

MR, VEZEY: Not necessarily. I spent a little while in 
China. 

MR, MORRIS: When were you in China? What year? 


MR. VEZEY: Since the time I was married, or the entire 


MR. MORRIS: Yell, you said you vere in China. For what 
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purpose were you there? 

MR. VEZEY: I began by going to school in Chins, to a 
Russian school in Manchuria. 

MR, MORRIS: What year was that? 

MR, VEZEY: That was 1917. 

MR. MORRIS: No, I mean. in the period from 1934. 

MR. VEZEY: When I married, I spent a year and a half 
as an accountant for the pena Company in Shanghai, and about 
a year and a half in Dairen, in South Manchuria, teaching 
English, Then I spent half ea year with the Northern Motors 
Corporation in Tientsin, es an accountant, and that ia when 
the Japanese occupation of North China occurred, and following 
the suggestion in circular form from the United States 
Consulate, my family and myself were evacuated to the United 
States. | 

MR. MORRIS: Where did you live in the United States? 

MR. VEZEY: We first nae up in Los Angeles, and lived 
there from approximately the end of November of 1937 to 

-March of 1948. Then we moved to 3an Francisco. 

MR. MORRIS: And you were in San Francisco from ‘38 
to -- 

MR. VEZEY: In San Francisco from early 1938 to approximate- 
ly the first of March, 1946, with a break of a year and a 


half in Sacramento. 


HR. MORRIS: While you were in San Francisco did you ever 


ay a 


contact the officials of the Soviet Consulete . there? 

MR. VEZEY: Yes. 

MR. MORRIS: What was the nature of your relationships 
there? 

MR. VEZEY: They sprang up during the war time. My wife 
took part in Some sort of a campaign for gathering clothing 
and 80 on and so on, for Russia, for refugees chiefly, and 
in thet way I became acquainted with the wife of the then 
Soviet Consul in San Francisco, who induced me -- 

MR. MORRIS; Was that Mr. Basolette? 

MR. VEZEY: That is right, who induced me to tach her 
English, her and her deughter. So that last for a number of 
months, 

MR. MORRIS: Now, was there an organization called 
the Russian-American Society? . 

MR. VEZEY: I think so. 

MR. MORRIS: Was your wife a member of the Executive 
Board of that Society? 

MR. VEZEY: .By no means, 

MR. MORRIS: By no means? 

MR. VEZEY: No. 

MR. MORRIS: You are sure of that? 

MR. VEZEY: Oh, very definitely, oh, yes. 

MR. MORRIS: Why? What was the nature of that 


organtzation? 


MR, VEZEY: Well, the only reason -- 

MR. MORRIS: You seem to have a strong epinion. 

MR. VEZEY: No. The only reason I have a strong opinion 
is that my wife liked social occasions, and therefore -- she 
ils quite a pretty woman, and therefore she was always drafted 
to sell things at bazaars, and things like that, and that is 
the only kind of a position she took. She never acted as an 
officer of any organization. 

MR. MORRIS: Now, you became employer at Amtorg, did 
you not? 

MR. VEZEY: Yes. First I became employed as a4 
translator with the Soviet Purchasing Commission, in Washington. 
That vas some time, I think, in Merch of 1946, Then, by the 
time it reorganized, they simply automatically shifted me 
to New York, and I was on the payroll of the Amtorg Corporation, 

MR. MORRIS: In New York? 

MR. VEZEY: Yes. | 

MR. MORRIS: How long were you on the psyroll of Amtorg? 

MR. VEZEY; -Amtorg -~ let me see, I would say from 
about October 6, 1946, until the end of March, 1947, when I 
was discharged on account of the fact that they were 
curtailing staff for their business was dwindling. 

MR. MORRIS: What was the nature of your job at Amtorg? 

MR. VEZEY: Translator and interpreter. 


MR, MORRIS: You did converse with the Soviet officials 
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that were running Amtorg at the time? 

MR. VEZEY: Yes. 

MR. MORRIS: You got to know them? 

MR, VESEY: Yes, very definitely, because I mentioned I 
was not only in Amtorg, but also in the Soviet Purchasing 
Comnission, both, 

MR. MORRIS: Both? 

MR. VEZEY: You see, when I first joined the Purchasing 
Commission, there was a group of specialists in liquor 
distilling which was ready to leave for Louisville, Kentucky, 
to study the distilling end of the business. They vere guests 
of the Seagram people. So that was my first assignment, I 
accompanied these people, and for a whole month we went over 
the S@agram plant from beginning to end. And thereafter I 
worked with a group of agricultural specialists, Then I 
went back to the liquor people, that group. Then I was 
translator and interpreter for ebout 6 month or a month and 
a half for a group of specialists in fisheries, with whom we 
traveled to Chicago, Seattle, down the coast, and back again. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Tell us a little more about your work with 
the agriculturists. 

MR. VEZEY: With the agriculture group? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes. 

MR. VEZEY: Well, when I first joined the agricultural 


group they were bound on quite an extensive tour, Senator. If I 


a a 


ean reconstruct it correctly, our first stop was in some sort 
of an agricultural experiment station in North Carolina, after 
which we went down to South Carolina, then to northern Florida, 
on the west coast of Florida -- I think the Place was called 
Bradenton. From there we went, I think, to Illinois to Ohio, 
and back to New York. And the routine was approximately this. 
We visited chiefly colleges, and were introduced tc professors 
and scientists working in the field of agriculture. And then 
there would be day appointments and schedules in which the 
people for whom I was working exchanged views and information, 
and consulted various professors md specialists in the 
colleges, and 50 on and so on, and there was extensive field 
work. We went out in the field and talked concretely about 
how apple orchards were handled, and what not, I think over 
the whole scale of agriculture. 

MR. MANDEL: Mr... Vezey, it has been testified before 
congressional committees that every member of the Purchasing 
Commission or any Soviet agency in this country is instructed 
to Sreaee in espionage and get whatever information he can 
that will be of aid to the Soviet Union. 

Now, when you accompanied this delegation, did you 
observe any such activity? pid you give any help in it? 

MR. VEZEY: No, sir. Definitely and categorically, no, 


there wasn't. As amatter of fact, during this day at the 


-Seegram plant, for ingtereg. was SC LOE BAO One are cet eG. 


one of the best hotels -- I have forgotten what the name is ~~ 
and these people were under my observation night and day, 

énd I am very definite in steting that while they were under 
my observation nothing of s nature like that took place. 

MR. MORRIS: Do you know Bruno Stastiski? 

MR. VEZEY: Yes. 

MR, MORRIS: Who is he? 

MR. VEZEY: He is employed by the United Nations, and 
the nature of his job -- I think he was called Conference 
Officer. In other words, he assisted at various meetings, 

MR, MORRIS: He is a Soviet national, is he not? 

MR, VEZEY: Shall I answer yes or no, or can I ~- 


MR. MORRIS: You can explain it, 


MR, VEZEY: He is a Soviet national, but I think it vas 
| one of the blanket citizenships which he and many other Russian 
| immigrants received in France, He does not come from the 
Soviet Union, in other words, 
MR. MORRIS: Do you know Mr. Yakhontofr? 
MR. VEZEY: Yes, sir, I do. 
MR. MORRIS: He has been associated with you, has he not? 
MR, VEZEY: That 18 right. He was also a senior 
translator in the translation section in the United Nations. 
MR. MORRIS: Do you know the Four Continents Bock 
Company?

MR. MORRIS: Will you explain? 


MR. VEZEY: You see, since I specialized in translating, 
and the fields we cover leave, 30 to speak, no fields un- 
covered, you see I have to specialize and be up to date in 
terminology dealing with practically everything there is, 
from democratic statistice,which is a very difficult subject, 
to economic development, and industry organization, and 
agricultural and political Structure, and political questions, 
end so on and so on, For this reason it has been necessery for 
me to make friends at the library, including the first 18 volumes 
of the so-called Great Encyclopedia, which I usedin order to 
do my work,

MR. VESEY: No. I know it exists, but that is as far as 
it goes.

The records of the Passport Office, United States 
Department of State, Washington, D. C., reviewed on June 10, 
1959 by Special Agent Robert L. Holcombe, revealed that 
passport number 1487720 was issued to EDA HABINSKY GLASER 
on April 8, 1959 at New York. It is noted that GLASER's 
maiden name is EDA HABINSKY. 


GLASER's file reflected that she was born on July 22, 
1910 in China, and that her present residence was 250 W. 22nd 
- Street, New York City. She indicated she would depart from 
New York City via air transportation in July, 1959, for a 
proposed length of stay abroad of one month, visiting Italy, 
France, Holland, Finland and Russia. The purpose of her trip 
“was Listéed-as "vacation." 


In her passport application, filed_on April 3, 1959, 
GLASER did not answer the questions relating to present and 
past membership in the Communist Party (CP). 


The CP, USA, has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 


GLASER's application also reflected that she was 
naturalized as a citizen of the United States on November 14, 
1932, in the United States Southern District Court, New York 
City, and that Certificate of Naturalization number 3618423 
was issued to her. 


On May 4, 1959, a confidential informant who was in a 
position to furnish reliable information made available 
information reflecting that EDA GLASER, 250 W. 22nd Street, 
New York City, was a prospective traveler to the U. S. S. Re, 
in a tour being arranged by the Patra Travel Agency, New York 
City. This tour would visit Finland and Russia, and would 
terminate in Moscow on September 8, 1959.

On March 27, 1953, Mr. Anthony Glaser, former husband of 
EDA GLASER, and a self-admitted former member of the CP, advised 
that EDA GLASER was the Educational Director of the Washington 
Heights Branch of the CP in New York City, and that she had been 
a CP member for at least five years prior to their marriage in 
June, 1943. He stated his former wife was active in recruiting 
members and obtaining contributions for the CP. 


The records of the Bureau of Special Services, New York 
City Police Department, made available in 1953, reflected that 
EDA HABINSKY witnessed CP nominating petitions in 1939. 


The records of the Board of Electiohs, New York City, 
revealed that EDA HABINSKY was a signer of a CP election campaign 
petition in 1943.

NY T-2 advised on February 23, 1960, that the 
subject had contacted GIBBY NEEDLEMAN concerning office 
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business of FCBC. 


NY T-2 advised during 1958 and 1959, that 
TSIDORE GIBBY NEEDLEMAN, a practicing attorney in New 
York city, a formerly employed by Amtorg Trading Corp- 
oration, BP gistered Russian trade agency in the US, 
in a legal capacity. He continues to represent this 
agency from time to time, and currently represents FCBC 
in legal matters, 


During March, 1958, NY 7-3 advised that NEEDLEMAN 
has acted as a Soviet espionage agent. 


According to the records of the New York County 
Clerk, ATC is a New York corporation formed in 1924. It 
has acted since then as a buying and selling agency in the 
US for the Soviet Government, Since 1949, it has been 
registered with the Department of Justice under the provisions 
of the Foreign Agents Registration Act. 


NY T-2 advised on March 3, 1950, that the subject 
told him that STEVE NELSON had been to FCBC soliciting a 
printing order, but they had not given him one because they 
were in the midst of preparations and had no typist. The 
subject mentioned that FCBC was trying to get a bilingual 
typist and was having difficulty in finding such a person, 
She aiso told the informant that FCBC had recently given 
a large stationery order to ALGER HISS. 


NY T-4 advised on July 30, 1957, that STEVE 
NELSON as of that date was a member of the National Committee 
of the Communist Party (CP), USA. 


The CP, USA has been designated by the 
Attorney General of the US pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450, 


ALGER HISS was convicted of perjury in 
the US District Court, Southern District 
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of New York, on February 25, 1950, and 
sentenced to a five year prison term 
in a-federal penitentiary. 


Past Employments 


NY T-5 advised on May 19, 1953, that the subject's 
employment at the United Nations (UN), New York City, was 
terminated for unsatisfactory service on May 15, 1953. 


NY T-6 in September, 1953, made available the 
decision of the Administrative Tribunal 6f the UN with 
respect to the appeal of the subject for weinstatement and 
her request for compensation due to the termination of her 
employment at the UN.

General being present to observe. By letter of 14 May 
1953 the Assistant Secretary~General in charge of the 
Department of Administrative and Financial Services notified 
the Applicant that she had acted 'in violation of her 
obligations under Staff Regulation 1.4 and under her oath 
to the United Nations', that her action had ‘rendered her 
unsuitable for service as a United Nations staff member',

A memorandum of the Secretary-General dated 13 May was made 
available to her. The Applicant was also informed that her 
appointment would be terminated immediately and that she 
would receive compensation in lieu of notice. On 26 May 
1953, the Secretary-General agreed to the submission of the 
application directly to the Tribunal under article 7, 
paragraph 1 of the Statute of the Tribunal. On 13 June 1953 
the Applicant filed an application with the Tribunal 
requesting reinstatement in the post previously held by her.

The records of the Immigration and Naturalization Service, 70 Colum- 
bus Avenue, New York City, were checked by Special Employee Investigator Wade 
Fuller and reflect that the subject on July 25, 1932 filed petition for natu- 
ralization #197192 in the United States District Court, Southern District of 
New York. The witnesses to the petition were MAYAIONK, 445 East 52nd Street, 
Brocklyn, New York, and LOUIS’ » 1252 Fulton fvenue, Brooklyn, New York. 
Subject filed declaration of intention #286262 on March 5, 1929, in the South~ 
orn District Court of New York. 


On her petition subject stated that she was born July 22, 1910 in 
Harbin, China; that her last residence was Hardin, China; and that she imi- 
grated to the United States from Yokohama, Japan. She entered the United 
States at the port of Seattle, Washington on June 20, 1927, under the name IDA 
ISAAKOVINA HEBINSKAYA on the ship PRESIDENT MADISON. Subject gave her parent's 
name as §. HANNIN (mother's maiden name). The subject was adnitted to United 
States citizenship on November 14, 1932 in the United States District Court, 
Southern District of New York. 


Mr. WIL IAM ALE, superintendent at 365 Wiest 20th Street, New York 
City, advised that the subject and Mr. GLASER had occupied Apartment 4-A in that 
building until November, 1944. He stated that Mr. and Mrs. GLASER had almost 
incited a riot one evening; that Mr. GLASER was-supposed to have been intoxicated 
and destroyed all of Mrs. GLASER's clothing; that she moved and that he had never 
ini of the subject's address since leaving 365 West 20th Street, New York 
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Ur. WAESH went on to state that while the subject resided in the apart- 
ment he firmly believed the subject was a staunch Comnunist Party member. He 
said he drew this conclusion from the fact that her apartment was decorated with 
pictures of Russia and JOSEPH STALIN. He continued by stating that he had never 
been approached by the subject to join the Commnist Party but that she had had 
nany meetings in her apartment which he believed were Communist Meetings when 
she resided at this address. 


He said that she received a considerable amount of mail but that he 
had never noticed anything particular concerning the mail except that she did 
receive the-aily Worker. 


It was ascertained at the United States Post Office, 217 West 18th 
Street, New York City, that the subject had moved to 101 Cooper Street, New 
York City, c/o If/ALSEY. 


“f irs. CECELIMELLISON,, perintendent at 101 Cooper Street, New York 
i] caty, advised that Mrs. IRVINGAWALSEY resided in Apartment 1-N. She stated that 


‘y to the best of her knowledge Mrs. WALSEY, her husband and two children resided 
f in this apartment and she was not familiar with the subject of instant case. 


At a later contact Mrs. EELISON stated that she had ascertained that 
Mrs. WALSEY's sister, EDA GIASER, was residing with Mrs. WAISEY. This Informant 
went on to state she had a conversation with DORA“ WALSEY, subject's sister, and 
was informed that the subject's husband ANTHONY GLASER was in the Merchant Ma- 
rine and was presently on a voyage. However, this Informant further stated 
that she had noticed a letter from subject's husband, the return address of 
which was 338 West Ninth Avenue, Seattle, Washington. 


It was later ascertained that the subject's mother and father, Mr. 
] and Mrs. ISAAG*AABINSKY, were residing at 25 Cooper Street. Through this Infor- 
+ mant it was ascertained that the subject's father was very pro~Russian although 
< no specific information could be obtained as to statements made by the father. 


This Informant further determined that the subject is presentley en- 


ployed at the FURRIERS JOINT COUNCIL, 250 West 26th Street, New York City. It 
was not advisable to mke contact at this place of employment.

At the time of her 
dismissal, the Applicant held the post of clerk-typist in the Executive office of th 
Secretary—General in the Library Division, In January 1953, the Applicant received 
the questionnaire circulated to all United States citizens staff members of the 
Secretariat under the Exccutive Order of 9 January 1953 of the President 6f-the Unite 
States. She was informed by an official of the United Nations, Col. Danielson, that 
she had the right to refrain from fillimr up the questionnaire, He nevertheless 
urged her to do 30, and upon the Applicant's firm refusal he stated that he would be 


. forced"to turn her name over", 
and on 19 


February before the Internal Security Sub-Committee of the United States Senate, 
which was investigating the activities of U.S. citizens employed by the United 
Nations, At the Sub-Comittee's hearing she refused to answer certain questions 
put to her, pleading orivilege wider the Fifth Amendrient to the Constitution of 
the United States, On 4 May 1953, the Applicant received a communication from 

Mr, George-Picot, Assistant Seeretary-Ceneral advising her that the Secretary-Geners. 
had appointed a Committee to "ascertain and report to the Secretary-General on the 
facts. circumstances and reasons" that had led the Applicant to invoke the privilege 


" against self-incrimination before the Internal Security Sub-Committee of the United 


States Senate and on related matters", On 6 May 1953, she appeared before the 
Committee appointed by the Secretary~General, She was asked questions relating to 
her invocation of the privilegeumde the Firth Amendment before the Senate Sub-Comnitte 
and was involved in an extensive colloquy with respect thereto, the Secretary-Gonera: 
being present to observe, By letter of 1, May 1953 the Assistant Secretary-General 
in charge of the Department of Administrative and Finaneial Services notified the 
Applicant that she had acted "in violation of her obligations under Staff Regulation 
1.4 and under her oath to the United Nations", that her action had "rondered her

unsuitable for service as a United Nations staff member"; and that consequently, she 

was "subject to termination for unsatisfactory services under Staff Regulation 
“9.1 (a)". A memorandum of the Secretary-General dated a3 May was made available 

to her, The Applicant was also informed that her appointment would be terminated - 
imiediately and that she would receive compensation in lieu of notice. On 26 May 
1953, the Secretary—General agreed to the submission of the application directly to 
the Tribunal under article 7, parapreph 1 of the Statute of the Tribunal. 0n 18 
June 1953 the Applicant filed an application with the Tribunal requesting reinstate- 
ment in the post previously held by her, 


Whereas the Applicant's principal contentions areas follows: 

a) The procedure followed by the Respondent was in violation of Staff 
Regulations, In particular, the Applicant was refused the fundamental right of 
counsel in a hearing conducted by the ad hoc Committee appointed by the Secretary- 
General, whose findings have had a decisive influence on the decisions taken con= 
cerning her, 

b) The termination of her emvloyment was a violation of her fundamental 
rights of freedom of Speech, conscicnce and association, and her rights under the 
United States Constitution and tne Universal Declarztion of Human Rights. It dis- 
regarded the freedom of opinion recognized by article 1.4 of the Staff Regulations, 

c) The finding that the Applicant's , omployment had to be terminated because 
her services were unsatisfactory is wholly unwarranted in fact or in law, The Applicant!; 
termination is without justification in that or in any other applicable Regulation 
or Rule. 

d) Termination of her employment constituted a breath by the Respondent of 
the contract of employment and adddia new condition of employment, It represented 
interference with the Ap-licant's acquired rights, 

e) The Applicant's termination was contrary to the Charter and the oath 
required of the Secretariat, incliding the Secretary—General,in that it was part of a 
&-neral plan to give the United States Government control over the recruitment and 


enploynent of its netionals by the United Nations,

Whereas the Respondent's answer is as follows: 
a) The Secretary—Generall!g decision is in no way concemed with 
refusal of the Applicant to Complete the questionnaire sesneg by the United States 


“veneral is entitled, before terminating employment, to inform himself 
of facts through such channels as he deems appropriate, There is no provision in 
the Starr Regulations for representation by counsel before a fact-finding committee, 

c) The pleading of privilege constitutes an "action" or "public pro- 
nouncement" which may adversely reflect on the status of a staff fhember as an — 
international civil servant end crsatcs a presumption against the person Pleading 
privilege, By so doing the Applicant failed to show the reserve and tact incum- 
bent upon her by reason of her internatignal status, Knowing the difficulties her 
conduct would cause the Organization, She acted in accordence with what she deemed 
to be her Own personal interest rather than in accordance with the interest of the 
United Nations, She thus disrererded her obligations under article 1.4 of tha 
Stafr tegulations and under her oath to the United Nations, Her appointment could 
therefore properly be terminsted under article 9,1 (a) for unsatisfactory services, 

da) Finally, she knew that a plea of constitutional privilege had been 
defined by the Seeretary-Goneral ag improper and she acted with a full knowledge 


thereof, 


The Tribunal, having deliberated until 21 August 1953, now pronounces the 
following judgment : 


1. The Tribunal notes the Respondent's statement that thef 


and the conduct cf the Apnlicant with respect to the questionnaire 
circulated among U.S. citizen staff menbers of the Secretariat were not taken into 
consideration in deciding that tie Applicant's appointment Should be terminated, 
2. The Tribunal mst, however, record the fact that tne ad hoc Comittee 
appointed by the Secretary—General questioned the Applicant on the reasons that had 


ied her not to answer the questionnaire, 
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3. Moreover, in the Sucretary-General's ucmorandum of 13 May 1953 stating the 
reasons for terminating the Applicant's appointicnt, the conclusions regarding the 
moral obligation of loyalty to third persons relate only to the replies made by the 
Applicant in respect of the questionnaire, At no time ‘id the Applicant plead 
before the ad hoc Committec appointed by the Sccretary-Goneral the interest of third 
persons as a justification for claiming privilere under the Fifth Amendment. . 

he With regard to the procedure followed before the decision contested was 
taken, the Tribunal recognizes tnat the Secretary-Genercl may, if he deems fit, set 
up a special committee to clarify or advise him on a specific situation. Such a 
committee cannot, however, supersede the bodies set up by the Staff Regulations or 
Rules in cases where the interventdon ef such bodies is prescribed, 

de The Tribunal must consider whether, in view of the complaints made, the 
Respondent was entitled to terminate the Applicant's. appointment under Staff Regula- 
tion 9.1 (a). 

Staff Regulation 9.1 (a) provides for the dismissal of the holder of a permanent 
appointment when his "services eeeese prove unsaticfactory", The French text uses 
the words "services qui ne donnent pas satisfaction". The decision taken by the 
Secretary-General implivs that the Applicant's services had proved unsatisfactory. 
The Tribunal mist therefore seck an accurate interpretation of the word "services! 
in relation to a staff member, 

The term "services" and "service" is used on several occasions in the Staff 
Regulations and Rules. ; 

In the English text of the Staff Regulations it is found, inter alia, in 
Regulation 1.6 (war service), 4.4 (service of the United Nations), 9.1 (a) (nocessitd, 
of the service, unsatisfactory services) and in the title of article IX (Separation 
from service), The French text renders the term as "emploi" (title of article IX), 
and as "service" (article 4.4) or as "sovvices" (articles 1,6 and 9.1 (a)). The 
Staff Rules in force when the Applicant's appointment was terminated exist only in. 
English, They contain the word "service" in many provisions: 103,21 (mission | 
service), 104.3 (period of service, staff member's services), 104.12 (full-time sat-. 
isfactory service), 105.1 (his service is expected to continue), 107.4 (one year of 
service), 109.1, (the necessities of the service, suitable posts in which their 


services can be effectively utilized), 109.10 (certification of service, leaving the 
service), 112.6 (the service aud conduct). 

From & comparison of these various plrasey, it appears that the term "service" is 
uced in the singular with the meaning of "nature of employment" or "functions" 
(103.21), and both in the singular and plural in the current normal meaning of "worl: 
done for someone", 

The term "service" is “thus appiicable to tue professional activities of staf 
members, 

When the Staff Regulations refer to tho wicle of the oblications incumbent on 
the steff other terms are used: Regulations 1.3 and 1.4 mention "duties" (devoirs ¢ e 
fonctions); regulation 1,9 refers successively to "functions" and "conduct" 
(fonctions, conduite). 

It thus appears that the term "services" is never used in the Staff Regulations 
to designate the whole of the obligations incumbent upon staff members, but refers 
to the carrying out of the tasks entrusted to them in the Secretariat. 

staff Regulation 9.1 (a) thus permits the termination of an appointment only 
when a staff member's professional activities within the United Nations itself prove 
unsatisfactory, 

6, This interpretation is ccnfirmed by the modification made in 1952 in the 
provision on disciplinary measures, Regulation 19 of the Provisional Staff Regula- 
tions provided for disciplinary meacures in the cese of unsatisfactory "conduct or 
. work!, When the Staff Fegulations were being revised, the Secretary-General inform 

' the fifth Committee on 19 January 1952 that with regard to article X, relating to 
disciplinary measures, the Advisory Comittee had omitted reference to disciplinary 
me:sures in cases where work proved unsatisfactory, since _ paragraph lof article 9 
already covered the case. i , 

7 It does not’ follow that no moasures can be takon in cases of 
breaches of the oblig:.tions created by the Staff Regulations concerning the behaviour 
of staff members outside ti:eir professional duties, These obligations concern the 
conduct of staff members, and breaches of such obligations come under the provisions 
of article X: . 

‘Article X makes no distinction between cases where the alleged acts were com- 
mitted in carrying out professional duties, and where they were committed outside the 


_~) 


Organizution,in so far as the privete life of the staff member must conform to 
snecicl provisions. 
In the event of breaches of staff members! obligations under the oath in 
respect of their conduct, disciplinary measures can thus be taken under article X. 
Horeover, with regard to Staff Regulation 1.4, a member of the Fifth Committee 
asked during the discussion on the revision of the Staff Regulations at the 333rd 
mecting on 22 January 1952 how this provision would be applied in practice, The 
Cheirman pointed out that the Secrztary~Genersl]. was authorised under Staff Regulation 


1.4 to take disciplinary mezsures in respect of the steff. He added that the 


Sccretary-Geneval was hinself responsible to the General Assembly for the 
manner in which he discharged his duties. . No objection was made to this 
statement. 


Hence, in the case of complaints against the conduct of a staff member, his 
appointment, except in the event of serious misconduct, can be terminated only in 
the circumstances and subjoct to the guarantees laid down by the Seoretary-General : 
in the Stafr Rules framed in application of Staff Regulation 10.1. : 

8, In the case under consideration, the breaches of the oath and of Staff 
Regulation 1.4 of which the Appliornt is allegec to be guilty concern her 
behaviour before an official organ of the United States and relate to acts outside 
her professional duties. They concern her privete life, not her professional life. 
‘ho obligations by which she may be bound in that respect relate to her conduct, not 
to her services. 

whe same is true of the complaint that she did not take into consideration the 
Sceretary-Goneral's decision with regard to pleading privilege under tho Fifth 
Amonement, a decision of which she was desmed to be fully aware. 

This decision, which was never expodied in explicit instructions addressed to . 
the staff, inany ase eomumed the conduct of the staff members, not their services. 
Failure to comply with "it cannot be doclt with under Staff. Regulation 9.1 (a). 

9. Consequently, the Tribunal cannot consider ‘that the: complaints | made against 
the applicant, even on the assumption ‘that they are well-founded, 1 relate. to her. ; 
services, In any case, the Secretar, -Gerieralts 2 nonorendim ¢ of. 3 9 May 1952 gnded the 


crumeration of these grounds for complaint with the statement that the Applicant 
had chosen "not to regulate her conduct with the interests of the United Netions 
only in view", 

It may, of course, be consicercd ‘thet a staff member who disregards the 
obligetions laid down by the Staff iesulations concerning his conduct is unsuitable 
for service with the United Nations in the sense that it is desirable that he 
should not be employed there, but it dots not follow that his services have proved 
to be unsatisfactory and that his appointment can be terminated under Staff 
Regulation 6,1 (a). 

10. The Trivunsl consequently nolds the application to be well-founded and 
orders, under article 9 of its Statute, the rescinding of the decision contested 
ond the reinstatement of thu Applicant, 

ll. Whereas the Tribunal has received claims in respect of the period 
up t. the date of reinstatement as follows: 

(a) for full salary up to the date of reinstatement, less amount 

paid at termination in lieu of notice, 

(b) for additional remedial relief to the extent of $3,600, 

and has consiiered the Respondent's reply, 
The Tribunal awards; | 

(a) full salary up to the date of reinstatement less the amount 

paid at termination in lieu of notice end less also the 
amount of termination indemnity, 

{b) ne remedial relief, 
and so orders, 

12. Whereas the Tribunal heving recocived from the Applicant a request 
for reimbursement of legal costs amounting to g1,200, notes, with regard to 
its power to pronounce on such requests, that article 12 of its Rules autho- 
rizes applicants to be represented by counsel, and that accordingly costs 
may be incurred in submitting claims; whereas in a general statement 
of 13 DecenLer 1950 it pointed out that it could grant compensation. for such 
costs if they are demonstrated to have been ‘mavoidable, if they are reason- 
able in amount and if they exceed the normal expenses of litigation before — 
the Tribunal; recalling the case law of the League of Nations Tribunal

She was 
naturalized a United States citizen on November 14, 1932, 
before the United States District Court, Southern District 
of.New York. Glaser attended Hunter College from September, 
1930 to June, 1931, and from September, 1933 to June, 1936, 
when she graduated with a B.A. degree. She married Anthony 
Glaser on June 30, 1943, at New York Gity. This marriage 
was terminated by divorce on January 3U, 1945. 


COUMUNIST PARTY AFFILIATIONS: 


Eda Habinsky, 11 Cooper Street, New York City, 
witnessed the Communist Party nominating petition for 
Councilman Israel Amter in 1989. In 1943 Habinsky, then 
using the address of 25 Cooper Street, New York City, signed 
the Gommunist Party electron campaign petition on behalf of 
Benjamin J. Davis, Jr., Communist Party candidate for the 
New Yorr City Council in thet year. 


_ During the latter part of 1942 and the first part 
of 1943, Habinsky was in contact with known b6 
Communist Party member, concerning different Communist Party bic 


activities and meetings. 


As of June, 1943, Glaser was an open Party member 
of the Washington Heights Branch of the Gommunist Party in 
New York Gity and reportedly had been a@ Communist Party member 
for at least five years prior to that time. While connected 
with the Washington Heights Branch, Glaser was, according to 
a@reliable source, the Educational Director of that Branch. 


During November, 1943, a 1944 Communist Party member- 
ship book number 2597 was issued to Habinsky who was at that 
time a member of the Chelsea Branch of the Party. In January, 
1944, Eda Habinsky Glaser was transferred from the Chelsea 
Section to the Waterfront Section of the Communist Party, New 
York Gity. As of December, 1944, Glaser held membership in the 
Communist Political Association, book number S-7203 EJ 1p 
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MISCELLANEOUS : 


While attending Hunter College, Glaser was a member 
of the Liberal Clube The Giub, according to its charter, 
was organized to discuss current political, economic and social 
topics of interest. It was in existence at Hunter College 
Jrom about 1938 to 19397. It has been described by reliable 
sources as a "fringe+ subversive" organization which never 
fulfilled its original aims and did not have the best interests 
of the United States at heart. This source stated that the 
Liberal Club followed the Communist Party line; that most of 
the members were "radicals," and that it was a forerunner of 
the American Youth for Democracy. The American Youth for 
Democracy has been designated by the Attorney General of the 
United States pursuant to Brecutive Order 10450. 


In the early part of 1943 Glaser was employed as 
secretary to Ben Gold, who has in the past openly admitted 
Communist Party membership and who at that time was connected 
with the Furriers Joint Council, New York City. The Furriers 
Jownt Council has been reliably reported to have been as of 
1943 Communist dominated and controlled. 


An individual who had occasion to visit Glaser's 
apartment at 365 West 20th Street, New Yor City, during 1944 
stated that he had observed therein the "Daily Worker,” east 


‘coast Communist newspaper, and various pictures of Russia and 


Josef Stalin. 


Glaser was employed by the Soviet Purchasing Commission, 
Washington, D. G., from-December 14, 1944 until March 28, 1946, 
when she obtained employment in the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Agency, Department of State. : 


Ié has been reliably reported that Glaser, while 
employed at the Unvted Nations, refused to fill out and submit 
a Loyalty Questionnaire as requested of all United States 
citizens employed at the United Nations. ‘
